A_ valued conespondent, who is’ himself a 
medical missionary, sends to the WV. C.D. 
News the following account of a terrible acci- 
dent that occurred at Soochow on the 24th ulto,

neighbourhood had gathered to celebrate the 
birthday of,this god, Just as the crowd had 
begun’ to leave, the foundation next the canal 
gave way and the building collapsed.

Great 
crowds of people gathered in groups around 
the dead, We-went from place to place to 
see if anything was needed, but the same sad 
sight presented itself, As we examined one 
afier another until some thinty ‘had been 
examined, we found that not a single one. had 
had any Hones broken or even been bruised. 
All bad evidently been suffocated by the lime 
dust. Thete were no men among them, only 
vomen and children, and the greater majority 
were children. It was mast gratifying to see 
how friendly every one was towards us, only 
two foreigners in all thatgreat crowd, They

The destruction of hostile Aeets in time of 
war is apparently notthe only use likely to be 
fotnd for submarine bouts in the near future. 
It is now claimed that. within the next ten 
years they will be engaged in regular passen- 
ger traffic—in such, tips, for exemple, as that 
Across the English Channel. According -to 
Mr. i: P. Holland, the Ametican submarine 
builder, who writes on the subject in the 
current number of the Morth American 
Review, the submarine cra will. be 
superior alike to. fogs, storm, and collisions,
